School Repair 
Meeting Monday 


Those associated with the con= 
struction industry in Andover have 
been invited to attend a meeting 
at the East Junior High School 
Monday evening at 8 p.m. with 
Town Manager Richard J. Bowen, 

Purpose of the meeting is to 
form a community plan for the 
best use of the $400,000 appro= 
priation made at town meeting for 
the repair of the Junior High 
building. 

The manager has invited all 
persons interested in the project 
to appear at Monday’s meeting, He 
has invited tradesmen in allcrafts 
as well as contractors and en= 
gineers to the meeting, In a letter 
sent out this week, the manager 
stressed that he was not seeking 
to have anyone make any contri- 
bution of professional services, 

Manager Bowen's letter follows: 
Dear Andover Citizen: 

AS you are aware, the sum of 
$400,000.00 was appropriated by 
the 1968 Annual Town Meeting for 
improving the physical condition of 
the Andover East Junior High 
School. For any of us who have 
taken the time to go through the 
building, there certainly would be 
wholesale agreement that such 
work is an absolute ‘‘must’® if the 
building is to continue in use as a 
suitable educational facility. This 
was certainly the conclusion of a 


special committee appointed by the 
Chairman of the Board of Select= 
men and the School Committee 
Chairman in 1967, 


The funds at hand appear to be 
sufficient to do the necessities in 
terms of repair and renovation but 
only if they are used wisely. With - 
this in mind, I am requesting all 


of the businesses and individuals 
in the Town of Andover who are 
connected in any way with the 
construction industry to meet with 
me on Monday, April 22, 1968, at 
8 p.m., in the auditorium of the 
East Junior High School, 


I am convinced beyond any doubt 
that if the building is to be put in 
order within the amount of money 
appropriated by the Town Meeting, 
it must be a community project. It 
must be a project where eachofus 
renders willingly whatever talents 
he may possess in reaching the 
objectives set before us.

Cronin Hits 
Laws On School 
Remodeling 


“It is time that the State re= 
cognize that we are wasting all the 
taxpayers’ money when we refuse 
state aid to local communities for 
the reconstruction, remodeling or 
modernization of existing school 
buildings,’® Rep, Paul W. Cronin 
(R=Andover) stated last week, 

He was joined by Rep. John 
McGlennon (Concord), Harry Read 
(Sandwich), Martin Linsky (Brooke 
line) and John St, Cyr (Millis) in 
testifying before the Joint Com= 
mittee on Education on House 2911, 

Cronin’s bill would give a come 
munity 40% of the cost of re= 
modeling if the building is 25 years 
of age, It would decrease the per~ 
centage of contribution by 10% for 
each 10 years of additional age, 
thus there would not be any assist= 
ance for any building more than50 
years of age, 

At the present time there are 
many schools in the Commonwealth 
that are structurally sound but fail 
to meet the educational specifica= 
tions that today’s methods demand, 

*“‘We must eliminate the system 
that presently costs a community 
more tax dollars to remodel due 
to lack of state aid than it does to 
build a new school building where 
a community is eligible to receive 
State aid and thereby ease the 
affect on the local tax rate, This 
deceptive situation is costing every 
taxpayer in the state higher taxes 
than need be paid to solve the 

problem,’* Cronin concluded,

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Editorial Comment 


Moving Right Along 


Final paper work is being done preliminary to the in- 
stallation of utility services to the industrial area at 
Lowell Junction. 

Land taking and the drawing of plans necessary to the 
rebuilding of roads are now in progress. Town Counsel 
O’Brien was authorized by the selectmen Monday night to 
make land takings by right of eminent domain. 

Water and sewer lines will be installed before the road 
is constructed. Construction on the water and sewer lines 
is expected to get underway at any time. 

The Gillette company will construct a building in the 
area and as Chairman Philip K. Allen said the other night: 
‘‘There will be others, too.”’ 

With good access roads and water and séwers avail- 
able, the industrial park should look very attractive as a 
place to locate. 

The prospects of peace in Vietnam has made the stock 
market very happy, which is to say that businessmen see 
a rosy future ahead. 

Good business will bring plant expansions and this 
should be to the benefit of the industrial climate in An- 
dover. The money invested in providing the West Andover 
section with needed services will probably come back 
tenfold in tax income in the years ahead. 


Library Week 


Next week is National Library Week and the staff at 
Memorial Hall library — one of the finest in the area, by 
the way — has invited the townspeople to drop by for a 
visit. 

National Library Week was started ten years ago as a 
means’ of attracting the public’s attention to the resources 
available in the libraries of the land. 

National Library Week programs are supported by con- 
tributions from business, national foundations and in- 
terested individuals. Also aiding the American Library 
Association in the undertakings are the labor unions, 
Scouts, the Y’s and the Jaycees. 

Memorial Hall library, like other public libraries, has 
a large number of regular patrons who make going to the 
library a habit. They are folks who keep well informed 
and who keep abreast of what the best authors have to 
say. 

Andover’s library has been enlarged a couple of times 
in the last few years and is a real attractive, comfortable 
place to go and browse for awhile. There’s a nice quiet 
section set aside for adults to sit in comfortable chairs 
and peruse a book or look at a newspaper or magazine. 

The Memorial Hall library staff is a competent and 
cheerful one that is ever anxious to serve the public. 
What they are looking for next week and the weeks and 
weeks after that are a lot of new faces at the library. 
And they want the regulars to continue to be regulars 
there. 


Aiding the Museum 


And while on cultural subjects, it was good to see that 
the legislature has voted an appropriation to assist the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts with its program of educa- 
tional services to the school children of Massachusetts. 

The state will reimburse the museum at the rate of 
$100,000 a year. The initial appropriation was for $35,000 
to be used until the end of the fiscal year in June. 

Before the legislature acted, the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts was the only major art museum in the world 
supported entirely by private funds. 

The $100,000 a year support to the museum compares 
with a million dollars annually for the Philadelphia 
Museum of Art, $450,000 for the Chicago Art Institute and 
$1.5 million for the guarding and maintenance alone of 
the Metropolitan Museum in New York. 

Last year the educational services of the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts reached more than 70,000 children 
from 405 public schools in 145 cities and towns through- 
out Massachusetts. In addition, thousands more in private 
and parochial schools and from other New England states 
received the benefits of lectures, slides, study kits and 
guided tours. 

In these days of high costs, the sum of $100,000 seems 
little enough to be paying for all the benefits the museum 
is providing for not only the children, but also the adults 
who take the time to visit the famed Hub institution.

Offensive Mail 


Can Be Returned 


Mail patrons offended by pandere 
ing advertisements can now take 
steps to curb such mail, Post= 
master Francis J. Mooney said 
today in announcing plans for ad= 
ministering a new law which gives 
each family the right to decide 
that an ad is sexually offensive, 


When an advertisement sent 
through the mails is offensive on 
these grounds, a postal patron 
can now ask the post office to 
direct the mailer to send no more 
mail to him and to remove imme= 
diately the patron’s name from all 
mailing lists he owns, controls 
or rents. 


To assist patrons, the Post 
Office Department has published a 
brief pamphlet - How You Can 
Curb Pandering Advertisements = 
which is now available at the Ane 
dover post office, In addition to 
explaining how the law works, 
the pocket-size leaflet contains a 
form letter one can use when send= 
ing his complaint to the post office. 
' The pamphlet explains that when 
a patron receives an advertise= 
ment which is, in his opinion, 
pandering, he must send the ad, its 
envelope and the form letter, or 
one which includes its language, 
to his post office with the words 
**Request for prohibitory order” 
on the face of the envelope, Post= 
master Mooney said: ‘*This new 
law should give some protection to 
American families offended by ad= 
vertisements they believe to be 
morally harmful, particularly to 
their children, 


**Last year the Post Office De= 
partment received some 140,000 
complaints from those offended by 
pandering advertisements, While 
in most cases the ads were not 
legally obscene and were therefore 
mailable, they are often offensive 
and are usually not the type of 
material one would want his 
children to read,** Postmaster
